It is time lor farmers 
and for those who depend upon them 
for support to learn that the interests 
of the speculative classes are not 
those of the producer, and consumer, 
arid of the honest tichanger of wealth 
The editor of the home paper sbouk 
study these questions from the stand 
point of the producer and consume) 
and not from that of the speculator 
The producer should then support 
the paper so that it will uot be neces- 
sary for il to take advertising from 
any but legitimate firms that are 
looking out for the interests of farm- 
ers and producers. The interests of 
merchants in a country town depend 
upon the prosperity of the farmer, 
and the paper that teaches controll- 
ed maraeting deserves the support
